Editorials 
Flood Control Projects 
In This Area Appreciated 


One of the public services that can be appreciated 
today is flood control projects. ‘ 


Many public services are appreciated but one 
that is very evident this week is flood control. 


. 


Even so, some residential areas have been slightly 
damaged by the heavy rains but the situation is far 
different than what “it might have been.” At one time, 
the vast network of storm drains, diversion channels 
and settling basins did not exist but good engineers 
and the cooperation of the taxpayers have changed 
things. 


Of course, we have the multi-million dollar dam 
at the head of San Antonio canyon which may never 
actually be used for years. But then, when it is needed 
— in this or the next generation — it will be apprecia- 
ted, This week, however, the facilities developed by 
the city of Upland and the San Bernardino county flood 
control district were used in two ways: to control the 
heavy flow of rain water and to save virtually every 
drop of this water for the future. 


We get almost all of our water for domestic and 
irrigation use from the “underground basins.” Pumps 
pull this water from underground and place it in reser- 
voirs for domestic use or directly into water conduits 
for irrigation. 


Thus, the rainfall during seasons like this, must 
be diverted into the various “spreading grounds” in 
the rock-strewn “wash” east of Euclid Ave. 


And so, the flood control project comes into very 
timely use. There is virtually no real damage to any 
property in the Upland district and virtually every drop 


of the precious rain water is going to eventually end 
up serving a very useful purpose here. 


Had it not been for this public service of planning 
and constructing this intricate system of water control 
and conservation, we would be in serious trouble right 
now. Taxpayers, of course, paid for it. It is timely to 
call attention to what we are getting for our tax dollars. 


Big Elections Coming, Now 
Is Time To Register 


Last day for registering to vote in the Upland city 
election is Feb. 13, In fact, this is a big election year. 

For persons who must register, now is the time 
to get ready for the several trips to the polls. The city 
election is April 8, the school board election is in May, 
the general primary election is in June with the finals 
in November. 


Several persons are deputy registrars, who are 
eager to serve citizens who are new to the community, 
who have moved from one precinct to another, who 
have changed their names and who for one reason or 
another must sign up again. 


Election year is always very interesting as well as 
being very important to all residents. Three council- 
men are to be chosen. Two vacancies occur on the 
Upland board of education. Almost all of the county 
department heads will be up for decision by the voters 
as well as primaries for the state offices. 

So, get registered now and go to the polls when 
the time comes. 


High School “Drop Out’ 


One of the interesting figures that will be watched 
as Upland high school develops is the percentage of 
students who “drop out” between their freshman year 
and by the end of their senior year. 


It is forecast the percentage of “drop outs” here 
will be unusually low due to the fact the buildings 
are new and due to the keen interest of so many par- 
ents in the school program. Nationally, the average of 
“drop outs” is reported at 50 per cent. The Chatfey 
high school average for the last five years is reported 
at 20 per cent. A report from Chino high school is that 
the drop out percentage is at least one third. 


: Generally speaking, the percentage of “drop out” 
is figured by using the number of students who start 
as freshmen, and the number of new students during 
the four years. The number of these students who 
transfer to another school is noted. For example, a total 
of 4,823 students were recorded during the last five 
graduating classes at Chaffey. Of this figure, 987 stud- 
ents are in the classification of having quite their high 
school education. ; 


Parents are vitally concerned with this “drop out” 
figure. In fact the parents’ attitude is regarded as the 
mosi important in the development of a desire. for high- 
er education. The local tendency is for almost 100 per 
cent completion of the high school course. 


In a few years, the local record will be known.
